Shoes on a Plow Horse. 

In plowing, cultivation and many 
other farm operations a horse will 
walk from ten to twelve miles a day 
and advance about four feet at a step. 
At each stop the horse lifts half a 
pound extra ou its two feet, or 66$ 
pou nds in every mile. Iu a day's work 
of 15 miles the horse would lift 990O 
pounds extra, or nearly five tons. If 
the force required to lift this five tons 
of Iron could be expended iu the work 
the hoi>e is doing, much more could 
be accomplished.

um as a return cargo. The shi 
tanks are about HI feet deep and ha 
a neck 7 feet deep They are pum 
ed full of oil at Brooklyn or Philadel- 
phia, then taken to Havana, and the 
oil is pumped out into tho tanks of 
the refining plants there. ^ * 

Molasses is brought from the In- 
terior of the island in huge hogs- 
heads, which are emptied into the 
storage tanks. A suction pump draw- 
ing about 10,000 gallons an hour fills 
each ship's tanks to within about two 
feet of the top, that amount of spejpe 
being required for theexpansioi 
the molasses. It might be suppo 
that the petroleum would have abi 
effect on the molasses, but it has been 
shown that the contrary is the case, 
and as nearly one-half tho importa- 
tion is made into rum and the bal- 
ance refined into sugar a little oil is 
not of much account. The tanks are 
cleaned after the molasses has been 
pumped out by turning in a powerful 
steam jet, which washes down the 
sides and liquefies whatever molasses 
may be left iu the bottom of the tank, 
and the suction pump finishes tho 
work. A 

Acargoof molasses, which ffmuer-W' 
ly required 10 or 12 days, can now b 
unloaded in AH hours, while the d 
ference in cost of handling, I 
nothing of the saving of time, 
amounts to a large sum. The first 
attempt at handling molasses in bulk 
was made by the brig Novelty in 
1877. She was fitted with a lining,* 
and her whole hold was used without 
partitions. She made several trip* 
between Matanzas and Boston, but 
was not successful as a dividend 
earner. Since the present system of 
dividing a vessel's hold into tai^k 
was devised and put in practice on 
steamers the profits of the trade and 
the steamship companies have large- 
ly increased.— New York Tribune*

The Difference He Has Made to the 
World at Large and England 
in Particnlar- 

Mr. Qladkoue, as a statesman, has 
done M vi ral Rotable things at home 
and abroad to livtt in hi«tory, says W. 
t\ Sn ad. He has contributed more 
than any single man with pen and 
voice lo create Italy and to deBtroy the 
dominion 6f the Turk iu Europe. As 
Prime Minister or plenipotentiary, he 
lias enlarged Greece, transferred Corfu 
aud eslablinhed British influence ii 
Bgypt. He familiarized the publh 
with the idea of the European concert, 
not merely for debate hut (or action 
aud lias maintained in times ot the 
greatest stress and storm that Kushiu 
was not outside the pale of human 
civilization or of liberal sj lnpathy. 
Iu imperial politic* he ha« constantly 
condemned the strong creed ot the 
swashbuckler. He lias annexed new 
Guinea, North Borneo, aud Uuchuana- 
d, but he has sedu ously cou- 
nted every extension of the em- 
pire that was not forced upon us by 
inexorable necessity. He has declared 
Mil of Afal.auistan and retreat ' from 
tho Transvaal. He established the 
precedent of the Alabama arbi- 
m, and was the first British statee- 
to recognize that in the 
e the United States will 
•sede Great Britain as t lie 
powerful of Pie English-speaking 
communities. If he has not exactly 
belittled the colonies, he has never 
cracked them up, and he has always 
and everywhere preached the doctrine 
of allowing them to to go their own 
way. He is a home keeping Boot, 
whose sympathies have never really 
strayed far beyond these islands ex- 
cept in the case of those nations strug- 
gling to be free. 

At home his chief exploits have been 
the reform ot the tarifl; the establish, 
uient of free trade, and the repeal oi 
the paper duty. He was the real au 
llior of the extension of the franchise 
to the workmen of the towns, and the 
actual authority ot the enfranchise- 
item of the rural householder. He 
istablished secret voting, and agreed 
o give effect to the Tory demand foi 
Hingie member constituencies. It was 
ids adiniiiistratiou that the first 
educational act was passed, and that 
the purchase in the army was abol 
islied. He has done his share la the 
liberation of labor from the coinbina- 
laws, iu the emancipation of the 
» and the repeal of university tests, 
ItM taught th i deiin cracy, by tho 
t object lesson of tin 
act, that the so-called cast iron laws of 
political economy could be banished to 
Saturn, and that the whole power and 
resources of the Imperial States could 
be employed to set poor men up in 
business on their own account. He 
was the first to disestablish and disen- 
national church, aud to compel 
tliu British public lo consider the teas- 
bility of establishing subordina c and 
statutory parliaments within the 
British Isles.

Fox, who probably most resembles 
him as a debater, had never an oppor- 
tunity of proving in office whether he 
posessed any talonts for administration. 
Pitt, as the stronge 
who probably ever directed 
destines of his country, has left no 
monument of legislation by which he 
can be remembered . Canning was a 
foreign Minister and nothing else 
Sir Robert Peel, whom Mr. Gladstone 
recognizes as his master, although an 
estimable administrator, a uselul de- 
bater and a competent tactician, novel 
showed any trace of tho divine apwl 
ot genius which reveals itself at everj 
turn in Mr. Gladstone's character.
